force, going over the geenral situa­ 
tion and discussing the requirements 
of the Missouri Pacific, but the na­ 
ture of the conference, he said, was of 
general public interest. 
Speaking of conditions in Europe 
Mr. Bush said: 
“ When I left London to board the 
Rotterdam at Boulogne, there were 
rumors of trouble, but nobody took 
them seriously. In fact, I may say, no 
one could conceive that the present 
situation could be brought about in 
such a brief space of time. 
Some­ 
body lit a firecracker and it has set 
all Europe aflame.” 
That 
the 
European conflagration 
will have some effect upon the financ­ 
ing of the Missouri Pacific was ad­ 
mitted by Mr. Bush. 
“ W e had expected help

cause in their fallen condition they 
do not know* w*hat is for their own 
highest good. 
Furthermore, the Bible tells us that 


present instittuioas, under tho power 
of selfishness driving the w ealthy in 
one direction and the m asses in the 
opposite direction, are alxmt to bring 
a universal crash— anarchy. This and 
atheistic socialism and Christian so­ 


cialism, and in a larger sense general 


selfishness and discontent, are urging 
on the two great combatants, both of 
whom will fall in the struggle, never 
fo rise again. 
How’cver. according to 
Scripture, they will be succeeded by 
the Kingdom of God's dear Son. 
That strong government, that the­ 


ocracy to which every knee must bow 
and every tongue confess, to the glory 
of God, is the kingdom that the wrorld 
needs. Its rule of righteousness alone 
will bring to mankind the joy and 


peace and blessing which all crave, 


but which none of us are wise enough 
to know how to bring about— not even 
our Socialist friends!

GREAT DANGERS TO CHICKS 


Chilling and Lice Cause More Loss to 
the Poultryman Than Any 
Other Two Causes. 


W. FI. VALLON, Poultrym an, Colo­ 
rado Agricultural College.) 
The greatest enemy of the chick, 
and that which causes more loss than 
any other one cause, is chilling; the 
second enemy in importance because 
of amount of loss is lice; both lice and 
chilling are the indirect cause of bowed 
troubles, because both sap the vitality 
and life of the chick, making it impos­ 
sible for the little fellow to resist the 
organisms of disease which are always 
ready to attack it. 
Dusting the setting hen helps, but 
some lice are quite sure to escape, and 
can later be found on the head of the 
chick; rub a little dab of lard on top 
of the chick’s head, getting it into the 
down thoroughly, and you will get 
these; repeat the dose iii a week, and 
if the hen is furnished a good dusting 
place, the lice are not likely to give 
any more trouble; but whenever you 
see a chick that seems unhappy, eyes 
closed, droopy, look for lice. 
The brood coops should be thorough­ 
ly sprayed before using with some 
coal tar preparation, sheep dip w hite-1 
wash, or a mixture of four parts coal 
oil and one part crude carbolic acid; 
it pays to be ahead, and that explains 
I why so few of us are making anything 
on our poultry ; we neglect these little 
things: because 
of 
neglect disease 
gets the start of us, we become dis­ 
couraged because of the losses, and 
give up and blame our luck, when all 
the bad luck might have been pre­ 
vented by a little careiul preparation.

this fall. 
Tickets from Chicago one way sec­ 
ond class will he sold at $38, and from 
Missouri 
river 
points at $ ‘*0, with 
corresponding 
reductions 
from 
St. 
Louis and other points. 
These tickets will be on >ale daily 
from September LM to October 8. 
The 
Transcontinental 
association 
made the announcement Tuesday in 
Chicago, after receiving notice from 
the various lines that the rates would 
be put into effect. 
This move is con­ 
trary to tile expressed intention of 
the roads, which voted a year ago 
not to make the colonist reauctions 
this year. 
The initiative was taken by one of 
the larger lines, which insisted that 
its territory needed the assistance of 
low rates in securing settlers, and that 
even if the other roads did not meet 
the rate it intended making the re­ 
duction. 
A majority of the roads im­ 
mediately agreed to the plan, but it 
was decided to limit the sale to two 
weeks. 
The following roads will honor the 
tickets on all except their limited 
train:
